In late August, 1973> it had beeiB- reported that 
General VLADIMIR' A. KRYUCHKOV, a Deputy to FEDOR MORTIN,, 

Chief of the First Chief Directorate (FCD), KGB Headquarters, 
Moscow, would officially visit the US as a member of the 
Soviet delegation to the UNGA and would renain in the US for 
approximately one month's time, during which he was to 
inspect the NY and WDC Residencies of the KGB. 

In October, 1973 ^ it was learned that General 
KRYUCHKOV had arrived in the US during the month of September, 
1973 j as expected, and had remained in this country for approxi- 
mately 27 days, returning to. the Soviet .Union via Aeroflot 
on 10/14/73 . 

KRYUCHKOV had spent most of his time in NYC but 
also traveled to WDC, where he remained for approximately 
one week. KRYUCHKOV had visited also the KGB Residency in 
San Francisco (SF). 

It was indicated that KRYUCHKOV iad had individual 
conferences with each officer of the KGB., regardless pf 
branch, in the NY, WDC and SF Residencies. 

It v)as learned that the above inspection trip of 
KRYUCHKOV to the US was not specifi cally made' as a result 
of the arrest of | | of the KDC Residency of 

KGB on 7/21/73 ♦ It was indicated that this trip to the US 
by KRYUCHKOV was more in the nature of a general educational 
trip since it was indicated that KRYUCHKOV knows nothing 
about intelligence work/ It was further .'indicated that 
' undoubtedly MORTIN had authorized KRYUCHKOV to make this 
trip and, while here in the US, to conduct a- general inspection 
of the Residencies. KRYUCHKOV had spoken to just about every 
officer in the NY Residency and apparently did likewise in 
WDC and SF. No information as to' any recoamendations which 
had been made by KRYUCHKOV relative to .improving the intelli- 
gence operations of KGB was available, but it was indicated 
that KRYUCHKOV was hardly in a position to make constructive 
recommendations since he had no background in intelligence 
work.

It was learned that KRYUCHKOV occupies his current 
high and influential position within KGB solely on the basis 
of being a personal friend and, in fact, a protege of YURIY 
ANDROPOV, Chief of the KGB in Moscow. ANDROPOV brought 
KRYUCHKOV to KGB at the time ANDROPOV assuiced leadership 
of the organization and KRYUCHKOV has been described as a 
Party man who does not know the difference between the CIA 
and the FBI.

It was indicated that, if FEDOR 'KORTIN should leave 
his present position or retire from KGB, KRYUCHKOV should 
have an excellent chance of being named -as MORTIN's 
replacement .
